REPORT  oi  THE 
PRESIDENT 

June    1,    iy6()-.\Ia\-   31,    1961 

Art  today  plays  an  infinitely  greater  part  in 
the  lives  of  the  American  people  than  here- 
tofore. Secondary  schools  and  colleges  now 
appear  to  consider  the  histor\-  of  Art  as 
much  a  part  of  the  cultural  scheme  as  is  the 
history  of  Literature. 

Alore  and  more  houses,  apai'tments,  of- 
fices, hospitals  and  educational  institutions 
are  enriched  by  paintings  or  sculpture.  In 
the  big  cities  of  the  United  States,  the  num- 
ber of  commercial  art  galleries  of  sincerity 
of  purpose  are  spreading  the  concept  that 
Art  is  an  enriching  companion  \\  itii  w  hich 
to  live.  The  tables  in  our  bookstores  are 
weighed  down  with  beautiful  publications 
devoted  to  the  /\rts  of  the  past  and  the 
present.  1  he  national  magazines  and  the 
newspapers  devote  more  space  than  e\cr 
to  Art. 

W'e  in  Philadelphia  ha\e  taken  a  step 
noted  with  acclaim  thi'oughout  the  country, 
b\'  the  passage  of  a  councilmanic  ordinance 
requiring  that  a  certain  percentage  of  all 
construction  costs  on  buildings  erected  w  ith 
public  funds  be  applieil  to  artistic  embellish- 
ment, by  wa\-  of  sculpture,  fountains,  paint- 
ings, ceramics,  etc. 

A  generation  or  so  ago,  an  indixitlual  in- 
terested in  Art  pursued  a  rather  lonely 
interest.  Today  he  has  many,  many  com- 
panions. It  is  gratifying  to  those  in  Museum 
work  to  realize  the  great  importance  their 
careers  mean  in  our  day  and  generation. 

At  the  Philadelphia  Aluseum  of  Art,  by 
reason  of  the  turmoil  created  by  new  con- 
struction, we  were  unable,  during  the  past 
fiscal  year,  to  have  any  exhibitions  other 
than  those  in  the  Print  C;allcrics,  yet  our 
attendance  increased  over  twenty-four  per 
cent,  compared  to  the  previous  year's  rec- 
ord. During  certain  of  the  Spring  months, 
the  increase  in  attendance  was  over  forty 
per  cent.  This  result  is  certainK'  most  re- 
warding to  our  Staff,  and  to  the  many  vol- 
unteers  who   dedicate   so    much    time    and 


effort  to  making  the  .Museum  a  living  entity. 

I  hope  many  members  will  read  the  re- 
ports contained  in  this  Bulletin.  I  believe 
these  reports  w  ill  bring  home  to  the  readers 
some  inkling  of  the  actixities  that  take  place 
at  Fairmount,  and  the  jo\s  that  ma>'  be 
experienced  from  visits  there. 

A'ou  will  note  that  no  less  than  one  hun- 
dreil  events  have  taken  place  in  the  Aluseum 
during  this  past  \car.  Perhaps,  as  a  lawyer, 
1  remember  best  the  Labor  Da\  week-end 
dinner,  given  by  the  Philadelphia  Bar  Asso- 
ciation for  some  six  huiulretl  \isiting  Eng- 
lish law\ers  and  their  wives.  The  Chief 
justice  of  the  United  States  and  the  Lord 
Chancellor  of  England  were  present.  There 
was  a  Mummci's"  String  Band  in  the  Court- 
yard, which  tlii-illed  oiu'  foreign  guests,  and, 
to  make  the  evening  a  complete  success, 
'T.chf)"  sailed  aci'oss  the  skv,  as  if  on  f)rder. 

The  Charles  Patterson  Van  Pelt  Audi- 
torium, for  w  hich  we  are  forever  grateful, 
in  addition  to  its  constant  use  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  I'.ilucation,  has  been  used  more  than 
seventy  times  foi"  special  lectui'e^,  concerts 
and  films. 

I'.ach  year  many  foreigners  visit  the  Mu- 
seum. Many  of  them,  by  reason  of  their 
profession  oi-  iiueixst,  are  familiar  with  the 
museums  of  l.urope  and  America.  Their 
compliments  with  respect  to  our  collec- 
tions, and  the  tlispla\  of  those  collections, 
are,  of  course,  gratif\  ing.  To  our  Stafi  we 
owe  what  man\'  regard  as  the  most  distin- 
guished methods  of  display  seen  anyw-here. 

Alls.  John  Wintersteen,  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Covernors  of  the  Aluseum, 
has  perfoiiued  such  yeoman  service  that 
I,  her  pretiecessor  in  office,  wonder  why  I 
held  it  so  long.  Howard  Wolf's  attentions 
to  his  responsibilities  as  Chairman  of  the 
P.oard  of  Governors  of  the  College  have 
been  indeed  producti\c. 

The  Women's  Committee  has  never  been 
so  useful. 

The  Fleisher  Art  Alemorial,  under  the 
stimulating  leadership  of  our  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Julius  Zieget,  continues  to  per- 
form far-reaching  service. 

Please  be  sure  to  read  the  report  ot  Dean 
Benson,  on  our  College  of  Art.  Under  his 
hanil,  there  has  developed  one  of  the  most 
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significant  institutions  of  its  specialized  field 
in  the  land.  I  suggest  that  our  members  visit 
the  College.  Dean  Benson  would  welcome 
them,  and  the  College  would  inspire  them. 
During  the  \-ear,  we  have  been  active  in 
connection  with  the  initial  steps  t0A\"ards 
attaining  our  goal  of  $4,000,000  for  a 
Capital    Fund.     Subscriptions    approaching 


1750,000  have  been  made.  We  have  just 
scratched  the  surface,  but  ^\■e  are  pledged 
to  attain  our  goal. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  members  for  their 
support  of  the  .Museum.  That  we  need 
more  support  is  no  reflection  upon  the  sup- 
port now"  given.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  DIRECTOR 

1960-1961 

I  have  the  lionor  to  present  the  reports  of 
the  chief  curators  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  Museum  and  of  reporting  on 
the  administrative  functions  of  the  Di- 
rector's office  during  the  past  year. 

The  year  1960-1961  has  been  one  of 
relative  quiet  in  the  area  of  special  ex- 
liibitions  but  of  great  actixit)-  in  e\er)- 
other  brancli  of  the  .Museum's  service  to 
its  members  and  visitors. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  departments 
of  the  .Museum  as  reported  herein  can  only 
give  a  general  idea  of  the  ^\■ork  \\  hich  goes 
on  daily  in  the  widest  range  of  demands. 
I  can  only  say  once  more  how  much  I 
value  the  skill  and  devotion  to  duty  of 
the  Staff  and  how  grateful  I  am  for  their 
support.  I  must  also  pay  tribute  to  the 
City  employees  on  all  levels.  They  have, 
Axith  ftw  exceptions,  served  the  City  and 
the  Museum  \ve\\.  In  many  cases  they  have 
sho-wn  devotion  beyond  the  strict  call  of 
duty.  And,  lastly,  I  express  thanks  to  the 
Trustees  and  Governors,  to  the  President, 
Mr.  Ingersoll,  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  Mrs.  Wintersteen,  for 
their  encouragement  and  most  generous 
support. 

The  Director's  office  has  dealt  with  the 
following  projects  and  events: 

COXSTRUCriOX 

The  new  Renaissance  Galleries  on  the 
upper  floor  were  opened  on  Wednesday, 
November  16,  1960.  The  follo\\ing  .Mon- 
day, the  painting  galleries  immediately  be- 
low, on  the  first  floor,  were  turned  over 
to  the  contractors  for  reconstruction.  In 
all,  some  17  gallery  units  of  varying  sizes, 
including  some  allocated  to  the  Johnson 
Collection,  ha\e  been  involved  in  this  most 
needed  work.  When  the  area  will  have 
been  completed  and  installed,  all  of  the 
temporar\-  construction   on  this   floor   and 


the  floor  above  will  have  been  eliminated. 
The  new  galleries,  in  addition  to  high  side 
daylight,  will  have  artificial  top  light 
equipped  with  dimmers  and  auxiliary  trol- 
ley-duct spots.  We  have  also  raised  the 
height  of  the  sill  line  on  the  window  wall 
and  have  lowered  the  ceiling  height  of  the 
galleries.  The  total  effect  resulting  from 
these  changes  should  be  favorable  to  better 
\iew  ing  of  the  exhibits. 

Construction  projects  have  been  planned 
through  1967  and  applications  ha\e  been 
submitted  for  these  to  the  Cit\  Planning 
Commission,  \^'c  arc  hopeful  of  securing 
funds  in  iy62  for  completion  of  the  Great 
Hall  and  in  1964  for  construction  of  the 
Hall  of  Armor.  Both  of  these  projects 
ha\e  been  scheduled  by  the  Planning  Com- 
mission and  must  now  await  favorable 
action  by  City  Council,  the  .Mayor  and  the 
xoters.  We  once  more  express  our  thanks 
ro  all  members  of  the  City  Government 
who  liave  been  so  \"cry  helpful  in  the 
realization  of  our  building  program.  We 
cannot  help  feeling  that  the  returns  to 
the  City,  in  the  form  of  new  collections 
and  finer  displays,  have  far  outweighed  the 
expense  involved. 

Other  construction  acrixitics  undertaken 
include  the  following: 

The  installation  of  revolving  doors  at  the 
West  Entrance  made  possible  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  George  D.  \\'idcner. 
The  complete  equipping  and  opening  of 
the  charming  new  pavilion  and  lunching 
area  on  the  East  Terrace  nrade  possible 
bv  the  interest  and  generosity  of  a  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  .Mrs.  Robert  .McLean, 
Chairman,  .Mrs.  Francis  Bo\-er,  .Mr.  George 
Cheston,  .Mr.  Henry  Keep,  Mrs.  John 
Wintersteen  and  .Mr.  and  .Mrs.  William 
Coxe  Wright.  The  completion  of  the  new 
parking  areas  on  the  West  Terraces  of  the 
.Museuiu,  urged  b>-  .Mrs.  John  M'intersteen, 
and  executed  b\'  the  Department  of  Streets 
with  the  aid  of  Commissioner  David  iM. 
Smallwood,  and  the  Director  of  Fairmount 
Park,  W.  H.  Noble,  Jr.  The  complete  re- 
habilitation of  Cedar  Groxe.  including  re- 
upholstering  of  furniture,  luade  possible 
through  income  from  the  Lydia  T.  Morris 
Estate,     with     the     collaboration     of     Mr. 
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Maurice  B.  Saul,  Mr.  William  Wells  and 
Mr.  John  Blessing  of  the  First  Pennsylvania 
Companw 

EXHIBITIONS 

These  have  been  reported  for  the  past 
year  by  Messrs.  Clifford,  Gardiner  and 
Zigrosser. 

For  the  fall  and  w  inter  we  have  planned 
the  opening  of  the  new  painting  galleries 
of  19th  and  20th  century  French  paintings, 
and  the  galleries  of  the  Johnson  Collection 
which  have  been  renovated  and  reinstalled. 
In  November  the  Guggenheim  Collection, 
in  January  a  Thomas  F.akins  retrospective 
e\hil)ition  in  collaboration  with  the  Na- 
tional Gallery  of  Art  and  the  Art  Institute 
of  Chicago,  in  April  an  exhibition  of 
Shaker  furniture  from  the  collection  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Julius  Ziegct  and  in  June 
our  participation  in  Philadelphia's  Third 
Arts  Festival.  In  atidition,  the  Print  De- 
partment, as  usual,  has  planned  an  actixe 
season. 

INST.'iLLATIONS 

The  several  departments  ha\e  improved 
installations  in  their  galleries.  In  the 
Medie\al  section  Mr.  DuHon  effected 
man\"  changes  both  in  the  disposition  of 
objects  and  freshening  of  backgrounds. 
Lighting  of  the  tapestries  in  the  \\'est 
Foyer,  presented  by  .Mrs.  Widener  Dixon, 
has  been  improved.  .Mr.  and  .Mrs.  Clarence 
Hall  have  generously  presented  us  with 
two  handsome  flags  patterned  after  those 
used  in  front  of  St.  .Mark's  in  Venice.  They 
are  flown  in  place  of  our  small  American 
and  City  flags,  weather  permitting. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  .Mrs.  AMl- 
liam  ,M.  Claflin  and  the  Garden  Workers 
for  their  donations  of  plants  for  the 
Cloister.  .Mrs.  Clnflin  has  given  most  gen- 
erously of  her  time  in  caring  for  the  plants 
under  the  rather  difficult  growing  condi- 
tions of  the  Cloister  area.  We  express  our 
thanks  for  this  most  successful  and  at- 
tractive project. 

FASHION'    \\'ING 

The  Study  Storage  area  of  the  I'asliion 
Wing    is     bcina'     rcoruani/ed     and     better 


facilities  provided  for  its  valuable  collection. 
This  work  is  being  made  possible  by  the 
Philadelphia  Fashion  Group  with  the  col- 
laboration of  .Mrs.  Russell  Richardson,  our 
Trustee,  and  .Mrs.  .McGarvey,  Curator. 
.Mrs.  .McGarvey  and  her  Assistant,  .Miss 
Carnahan,  have  been  most  effective  in  deal- 
ing \\ith  the  moving  of  the  collection 
pending  construction  and  the  restoration, 
cleaning,  etc.  of  it  for  proper  storage  for 
study  purposes. 

COXSERV.\TIOX 

.Mr.  Theodor  Siegl  and  .Mrs.  Ruth  .Mer- 
riam  continue  their  excellent  handling  of 
our  conservation  problems.  A  total  of  128 
art  objects  were  treated.  These  included 
works  in  the  Johnson  Collection,  Wilstach 
Collection,  Elkins  (Collection  as  well  as 
objects  owned  by  the  .Museum.  The  treat- 
ment of  the  Antweip  Altarpiece  presented 
difficult  problems  which  ^\•ere  successfully 
sohed  through  use  of  our  relining  table. 
.Miss  .Maxine  de  Schauensee  effectively  as- 
sisted in  cleaning  of  objects  and  sculpture 
destined  for  installation  in  the  new  Renais- 
sance Galleries.  She  also  spent  eight  weeks 
in  the  spring  studying  textile  conservation 
at  the  Textile  .Museum  in  \^'ashington.  Our 
thanks  go  to  the  Director,  .Mr.  .\lan  B. 
Sawyer,  and  his  staff  for  this  courtesy. 
.Mr.  Siegl  has  participated  in  technical  ses- 
sions of  the  American  Association  of 
.Museums,  Boston,  and  the  conference  on 
Conservation  held  at  the  ne^\"  Conservation 
Center  of  Ne\\-  York  University.  This  op- 
portunity to  exchange  information  with 
practicing  colleagues  in  other  museums  has 
been  most  helpful. 

.Mrs.  .Merriam's  proficiency  as  a  technical 
photographer  has  been  of  great  value  in 
recording  procedures  and  in  studying  con- 
dition pricu"  to  restoratit)!!. 

THE    IIHRARY 

During  the  past  year,  1,16.^  books  and 
pamphlets  were  added  to  the  .Museum  Li- 
brary through  gifts  and  purchases.  With 
this  year's  total,  the  collection  now  exceeds 
.^  0,000. 

.Approximately  900  requests  for  informa- 
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tion  \\ere  answered  by  letter  and  telephone. 
This  year,  for  the  first  time  the  telephf)nc 
requests  exceeded  the  written  ones. 

During  the  ^\•inter,  we  were  most  fortu- 
nate in  acquiring  by  purchase,  the  complete 
files  of  clippings  and  notes  on  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  and  X'ictorian  Art  from  Miss  Frances 
Lichten.  These  represent  the  results  of 
over  forty  years  of  research  on  her  part. 
It  is  expected  that  they  will  be  available  for 
reference  b\-  next  fall,  after  some  revision 
and  editing. 

There  were  70  requests  for  interlibrar_\- 
loans  from  otiicr  institutions  tliis  past  vear, 
an  increase  of  1.^°,-,  over  past  years.  Re- 
quests for  interlibrary  loans  from  our  ow  n 
staff  amounted  to  59,  a  slight  decrease  over 
previous  years. 

In  th-e  course  of  the  year,  .Miss  Alarjoric 
Lyons,  our  efficient  Librarian,  began  what 
should  prove  to  be  an  advantageous  ar- 
rangement with  the  Netherlands  Institute 
for  Art  Histor\'  in  The  Hague.  In  ex- 
change for  current  duplicates  in  our  Ameri- 
can Art  Auction  Catalogues  from  Parke- 
Bernct  in  New  ^'ork  and  Samuel  Freeman 
in  Philadelfihia,  rlie}-  are  sending  us  dupli- 
cates of  foreign  art  auction  sales,  mainly 
Dutch,  German  and  French.  To  date  we 
ha\'e  received  several  hundred,  co\cring 
part  of  \9}()  througli  1955.  As  the  ar- 
rangement continues,  it  is  hoped  that  we 
can  also  acquire  the  earlier  years. 

PHOTO(,K.\PHY 

One  of  the  busiest  and  best  oi-ganized  de- 
partments of  the  .Museum  is  that  presided 
over  by  iMr.  Alfred  J.  Wyatt,  om"  photog- 
rapher. During  the  \  ear  close  to  17.000 
prints  in  all  sizes  were  produced.  The 
total  \alue  of  this  production  based  on  the 
Museum's  price  list  comes  to  o\'er  |24,000. 
Expenditures  for  materials  for  the  \ear 
came  to  S.i,795.14.  This  included  some 
much  needed  equipment.  Work  has  con- 
tinued on  replacing  old  glass  negatives 
with  film.  Negatives  of  objects  loaned  to 
the  .Museum  over  the  years  have  been  set 
up  in  a  special  file  and  made  available  only 
upon  proper  authorization.  Progress  on  the 
preparation  of  a  record  negative  inventory 


has    been    made— a    total    of    some    20,000 
subjects  ha\'e  been  tabulated   to  date. 

ACCIiSSIONS   AND    LOANS 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  2,647  objects 
have  been  added  to  the  Museum's  collection 
by  purchase,  bequest  or  gift.  We  have  lent 
528  objects  ffir  special  exhibition  to  44  in- 
stitutions here  and  abroad.  Aliss  Tooniey, 
our  Registrar,  presides  over  her  active  de- 
partment with  skill,  effectiveness  and 
tolerance. 

SPECIAL   EVENTS 

During  the  past  year  some  100  special 
events  were  held  at  the  .Museum.  The  at- 
tendance at  these  came  to  over  .i  1,000. 
These,  to  name  a  few,  included  such  as  the 
.Ma>-or's  Quarterly  .Meeting  of  Commis- 
sioners, Reception  by  the  Philadelphia  Bar 
Association  for  visiting  English  Barristers, 
the  In\estiture  of  Fellows  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  dinner  tendei'ed  by 
the  .Mayor  for  the  Japanese  Economic  .Mis- 
sion, and  others.  Also  included  were  our 
special  lectures  and  concerts  in  the  \'an 
Pelt  Auditorium  numbering  close  to  70 
events. 

DEPART.MENT    OF    BUILDINGS 

.Mr.  Cieorge  C.  A.  Barbour,  our  Superin- 
tendent of  Buildings,  retired  Januar\'  1 
after  thirt\--seven  years  of  devoted  service 
to  the  Museum  and  tiie  City.  We  have  been 
most  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
.Mr.  Alan  Corson,  Jr.,  to  serve  in  .Mr.  Bar- 
bour's stead.  .Mr.  Corson's  knowledge  of 
the  Park,  his  engineering  experience  in  in- 
dustr\'  and  his  engaging  personalit\'  have 
made  him  most  welcome  in  our  midst. 
Edwin  Miller,  Jr.,  Lloyd  Brooks,  Lemuel

The  publicity  at  the  time  of  the  Renais- 
sance Opening  was  particularly  impressive. 
Full  color  pages,  extensive  art  re\ie\\s,  so- 
ciety columns  and  photographs  were  gen- 
crouslv  given  b\'  both  of  our  loyal  sup- 
porters, the  Bi/lk'tiii  and  the  Inquirer.  We 
believe,  in  fact,  that  the  advance  publicity 
was  so  outstanding  that  it  brought  an  ad- 
ditional 2,000  members,  ^\ho  had  not 
prex'iouslv  accepted,  to  make  this  the  sec- 
ond largest  Opening  in  our  .Museum  his- 
tor\-.  Fine  coverage  was  also  received  from 
the  national  newspapers,  and  art  magazines 
in  America,  France,  and  Italy.  A  second 
publicity  peak  was  reached  at  the  time  of 
our  Arensberg  and  Gallatin  Exhibition  at 
the  Guggenheim  .Museum  in  New  York. 

Of  unusual  importance  Avas  the  splendid 
series  of  ten  articles,  each  explaining  a 
phase  of  .Modern  Art  and  each  illustrated 
by  a  reproduction  of  a  painting  or  piece 
of  sculpture  from  our  own  Museum  col- 
lections. This  informatix  c  series  written  by 
Art  Critic  Dennis  Leon,  appeared  through- 
out the  summer  of  1960  in  The  Fhiladel- 
ph'hi  Inquirer. 

During  the  past  \ear  five  of  the  activi- 
ties originated  and  successfully  tested  by 
.Mrs.  Borie  have  been  turned  over  to  other 
specific  groups  to  develop  further,  namely, 
the  Gray  Line  Bus  Tours;  the  extensive 
\'olunteer  Program;  the  reception  and  in- 
formation desk  in  the  West  Foyer;  the 
Hospitiility  Committee  and  the  newly  re- 
decorated and  enlarged  Outdoor  Restaurant.

The  past  \ear  has  generally  been  one  of 
relative  quiet  since  the  end  of  the  large  and 
successful  Courhet  show  in  December  1959 
to  February  1960.  With  so  much  of  the 
Museum  closed  for  alterations,  the  remain- 
der often  took  on  a  crow  dcd  aspect  \\  ith 
paintings  and  other  objects  temporarily  in- 
stalled here  and  there. 

The  opening  of  the  Renaissance  Galleries 
preceded  by  three  days  the  closing  of  a 
larger  portion  of  the  building  on  the  floor 
below    for  remodeling. 

By  the  former  c\cnt  the  Fainting  Depart- 
ment \vas  provided  with  a  large  gallery  for 
the  High  Renaissance  and  Baroque  paintings 
of  the  collection.  The  earliest  is  the  Titian 
of  about  1530,  the  latest  is  the  Zurbaran  of 


1650;  between  these  two  dates  are  the  other 
paintings  displaced  in  the  room,  among 
them  the  Poussin  and  the  Rubens.  Also  at 
this  time  several  galleries  were  rearranged, 
one  to  hold  only  \"enetian  and  the  other 
Italian  ISth  centur\'  paintings  in  general. 
The  group  of  Wilstach  galleries  was  also 
rearranged,  repainted  and  rehung. 

The  closing  of  the  lower  floor  from  the 
Johnson  octagon  to  the  stair  hall  necessi- 
tated the  reinstallation  of  the  19th  and  20th 
centur\'  European  paintings  in  the  galleries 
normally  reserved  for  temporar\'  exhibi- 
tions. These  were  grouped  in  three  rooms 
where  formerly  the\-  had  been  in  six.  In 
the  first  were  the  mid-nineteenth  century 
artists  such  as  Delacroix.  Daumicr  and 
Corot;  in  the  second  the  impressionists  and 
post-impressionists  with  our  large  Monet 
collection  as  well  as  works  by  Pissarro, 
Cezanne,  Manet,  Renoir  and  Degas.  The 
last   room   was   of   the    20th    centur\'   with

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Matisse,  Picasso,  Modigliani,  Chagall,  .Miro, 
Leger  and  Lipchitz. 

Sculpture  of  the  nineteenth  and  t\\  enticth 
centuries  for  the  present  falls  under  the 
care  of  the  Painting  Department  and  in  the 
winter  a  portion  of  the  best  works  of  that 
period  were  assembled  in  a  semi-permanent 
display  in  the  Great  Hall. 

The  principal  event  of  the  entire  year, 
however,  was  the  loan  of  selected  paintings 
from  the  Arensberg  and  Gallatin  Collec- 
tions to  the  Guggenheim  .Museum  in  New 
York.  The  pictures  left  soon  after  the  first 
of  the  year  and  were  returned  in  May  after 
a  ver\-  successful  show  in  the  l'"rank  Llox'd 
Wright  building  on  Fifth  .\\cnue  which 
was  seen  by  about  l.iO,000  persons. 

It  was  a  great  event  for  New  York  bring- 
ing as  it  did  so  many  works  that  had  been 
in  the  controversial  Armory  Sho\\'  of  1913 
back  for  almost  the  first  time.  The  N/fde 
Descending  A  Staircase,  No.  2  had  been  the 
center  of  the  1913  storm,  yet  proved  to  be 
quite  like  the  "eye  of  the  storm"  in  1961; 
so  much  has  the  public  at  large  come  to  re- 
spect and  admire  modern  art  that  today  it 
seems  serene  in  contrast  to  1913.  It  was  also 
the  first  time  that  pictures  from  the  Gallatin 
Collection  had  been  in  New  York  for  many 
years.  They  had  formerly  been  housed  as 
the  Museum  of  Living  Art  at  New  York 
University  until   1943. 

In  return  Philadelphia  \\'\\\  receive  a  loan 
from  the  Guggenheim  of  their  better  works 
scheduled  to  run  here  in  the  iMuseuni  from 
No\'embcr  1  through  Januar\'  7,  1962. 
About  cight\-  oil  paintings  as  well  as  prints 
antl  w  ater  colors  are  expected  to  be  in- 
cludeti.  This  reciprocal  exchange  of  two 
museums"  principal  modern  works  is  helpful 
to  the  local  populations  of  both  cities,  ena- 
bling large  numbers  of  people  to  see  works 
they  could  not  ordinarily  see,  at  Icasr  at 
some  leisure,  with  chances  to  revisit  often 
during  the  e.xhibition.  The  show  of  both 
the  Arensberg  and  Gallatin  Collections  has 
also  done  much  to  show  New  York,  the 
nation's  press,  and  the  world  in  general  how- 
outstanding  a  collection  of  twentieth  cen- 
tury art  we  are  fortunate  enough  to  possess 
here.  Philadelphia  ma\-  now  be  seen  to  be 
far  from  "behind  the  fime>.""   In  the  field  of

modern  painting  alone,  the  Museum  ranks 
w  ell  into  the  top  ten  in  the  world,  and  for 
art  between  1910  and  1930  it  is  nearly 
unri\alled. 

During  the  summer  months  we  were 
fortunate  in  being  allowed  to  exhibit  Mrs. 
Carroll  S.  Tyson's  collection  again,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  Pitcairn.  The 
T\'son  collection  is  by  now  well-known 
to  Philadelphians  who  are  iustl\-  proud  of 
this  unique  and  impressi\e  collection  of  Im- 
pressionist painting.  The  Pitcairn  collection 
with  its  Rembrandt,  .Monet,  \'an  Goghs, 
El  Grecos,  and  Philippe  Smits  is  also  unique 
and  deserving  of  exhibition. 

During  the  course  of  the  \-ear  the  Depart- 
ment of  Painting  benefited  by  the  conver- 
sion of  a  long-term  loan  into  a  bequest. 
.Mrs.  Frank  CSraham  Thomson  had  lent  us 
three  late  Monets  in  1955;  this  year  they 
were  willed  to  the  Museum.    The  pair  of 
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lovely  Sully  portraits  of  his  ancestors,  iVIr. 
and  Mrs.  William  Xorris,  done  in  1S30, 
A\  hich  Air.  G.  Heide  Norris  bequeathed  to 
the  Museum  in  1931  subject  to  the  life  in- 
terest of  his  daughter,  were  received  this 
year. 

In  sculpture,  the  Museum  received  an- 
other generous  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R. 
Sturgis  Ingersoll  of  a  four-fifths  undivided 
interest  in  a  Seated  Nude  by  Matisse  of 
1925. 

In  appreciation  of  Mr.  Ingersoll's  devoted 


and  untiring  interest  in  the  .Museum,  the 
Boards  of  Governors  and  Trustees,  and  the 
Staff  presented  the  Aluseum  \\  ith  a  bronze 
portrait  head  of  R.  Sturgis  IngersoU  by 
Jacques  Lipchitz  for  which  he  has  been 
sitting  many  times  over  the  past  year.

PossihU  the  most  ncitablc  exhibition  in  the 
Print  DcpLirtnient  this  season— and  cci"tainl\- 
the  one  ^\  hich  gave  the  curator  the  most 
pleasure  to  assemble— w  as  that  entitled  sim- 
ply: Roseiiivaldiaiia.  It  consisted  entirel\' 
of  prints  and  books  given  to  the  Museum 
by  Lessing  J.  Rosenwald  during  the  last 
twenty  years.  It  \\"as  a  tribute,  prompted 
b\'  the  celebration  of  his  seventieth  birth- 
day, to  his  man)'  notable  benefactions  to  the 
Print  Department  oxer  the  \  ears.  It  is  also 
a  tribute,  as  it  turns  out,  to  the  donor's  fine 
discrimination  for  quality  and  to  the  'wide 
range  of  his  taste.  It  covered  many  centuries 
of  graphic  art,  from  a  XIII  centur\-  illu- 
minated miniature  to  the  most  advanced 
experimental  prints  of  toda\-.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  enumerate  all  the  works  he 
has  so  generously  given,  but  the  recital  of  a 
few  names  \\'ill  give  some  idea  of  the  scope 
and  of  the  importance  of  the  artists  in- 
cluded: Diirer,  Duvet,  \'an  D>ck,  Galiriel 
de  Saint-Aubin,  Watteau,  Gainsborough. 
Blake,  Goya,  Daumier,  Gauguin,  A\'histler. 
Toulouse-Lautrec,  Kollwitz,  Chagall,  Dufy, 
Sloan,  Vunkers,  Ncsch,  and  .Munakata.  The 
Museum  takes  this  occasion  again  to  thank 
Lessing  J.  jxosenwald  for  his  informed,  scn- 
siti\c,  liberal  and  continual  cooperation. 

Another  exhibition  \\  hich  scrxed  to  recall 
previous  and  public-spirited  collaboration 
was  the  display  of  Medical  Prints  throuirb 
the  Ages.  In  1952,  the  Print  Department 
started  making  a  collection  of  old  medical 
prints  aided  by  a  substantial  grant  from 
the  Smith  Kline  and  French  Laboratories. 
The  collection  \\  as  then  arranged  as  a 
tra\eling  show  on  sixteen  large  panels  and 
circulated  by  the  Smith  Kline  and  French 
Laboratories.  Each  panel  was  devoted  to 
a  special  theme,  such  as  the  practice  of  med- 
icine, surgery,  pharmacy,  hospitals,  medi- 
cal teaching,  anatomy,  caricature.  The  Sleep 
of  Rensou,  The  Jieginninn  jnd  End  of  Life. 


Froin  Medicine  Man  to  Doctor  of  Medicine. 
In  19.^8-59  the  collection  of  Ars  .Medica 
was  enlarged,  again  by  a  grant  from  the 
Smith  Kline  and  French  Laboratories,  to 
twenty-one  panels;  and  an  elaboratelv  an- 
notated and  illustrated  catalogue  was  pub- 
lished. After  two  more  years  of  travel,  Ars 
Medica  has  arri\ed  at  its  final  resting  place 
at  the  .Museum.  Following  the  terminal 
showing,  the  traveling  exhibition  is  to  be 
dismantled  and  the  prints  distributed  in  the 
Museum's  permanent  collection.  The  whole 
project  represents  an  ideal  collaboration 
between  a  museum  and  a  business  corpora- 
tion. During  its  travels  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada  (not  to  mention 
F'ngland  and  Puerto  Rico)  and  during  its 
display  in  museums,  medical  schools,  li- 
braries, and  medical  conventions,  Ars  Medica 
was  seen  by  countless  thousands  of  people. 
As  a  result  of  this  enterprise,  the  Smith  Kline 
and  French  Laboratories  gained  much  favor- 
able publicit\'  and  prestige  and  the  .Museum 
obtained  a  notable  addition  to  its  print  col- 
lection. The  .Museum  is  grateful  to  the 
Smith  Kline  and  French  Laboratories  not 
only  for  their  substantial  contribution  but 
also  for  their  understanding  and  tact  in 
keeping  the  undertaking  on  a  high  and 
strictly  non-commercial  lexel. 

In  connection  with  the  opening  of  the 
new  Renaissance  Galleries  at  the  .Museum  last 
November,  the  Print  Department  staged  an 
exhibition  of  Renaissance  Prints:  French  and 
Italian.  It  was  designed  to  supplement  the 
new  installations  with  additional  documen- 
tation and  background  material.  Since  the 
decorative  arts  placed  on  view  were  pre- 
dominantly French,  French  engraving  of 
the  X\'l  centur\-  was  stressed;  and,  since 
Italian  influence  was  strong  in  France  at  that 
time.  Italian  prints  of  the  period  also  were 
shown,  .\mong  the  works  displayed  were 
ornament  prints  (so  useful  to  designers  and 
craftsmen),  architectural  prints,  document- 
ing classical  and  contemporary  stxles,  and 
masterpieces  expressive  of  the  Renaissance 
spirit  as  inspired  by  pagan  mythology  and 
literature.  Special  emphasis  was  placed  upon 
the  works  of  Jean  Duvet,  the  first  great 
French  engraver,  and  the  School  of  Fon- 
taineblcau.

The  exhibition  schedule  of  the  Print  De- 
partment ^\•as  varied  and  continuous  during 
the  whole  year,  and  gained  an  additional 
emphasis  due  to  the  fact  that  similar  activi- 
ties in  other  departments  were  curtailed  by 
building  and  remodeling  operations  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  Aluseum.  .Mention  should 
be  made  of  two  other  e.xhibitions,  both  of 
them  assembled  b\'  the  Associate  Curator, 
Kneeland  .McNulty.  One,  entitled  Lith- 
ography: Seiiejelder  to  Picasso,  traced  the 
de\-elopmcnt  of  the  medium  from  earK-  and 
experimental  work  to  the  accomplished  mas- 
terpieces of  today.  The  French  School, 
with  its  dynamic  efflorescence  in  the  XX 
century,  was  emphasized,  but  other  national 
schools  were  not  neglected.  It  \\as  pure 
coincidence  that  Aspects  of  Winter,  as  re- 
flected in  the  \\-orld  of  prints,  -was  on  exhibit 
during  the  coldest  'winter  in  Philadelphia's 
i memory.  The  display-  was  designed  to  show 
jman's  response  to  a  wintry  A\orld  through 


the  centuries  and  across  the  continents:  a 
response  that  was  sometimes  grim,  some- 
times humorous,  often  beautiful. 

Of  special  interest  was  the  purchase  of 
thirty-five  etched  views  of  Jehol  by  Father 
.Matteo  Ripa.  These,  the  first  etchings  ever 
made  in  China,  arc  among  the  rarest  of  all 
prints,  having  been  made  specially  for  the 
K"ang-Hsi  Emperor.  Paul  Pelliot,  in  1927, 
listed  onl\'  five  sets  known  to  him.  Litho- 
graphs to  the  number  of  27.^  were  acquired 
from  the  .Maroni  collection,  of  which  85 
were  by  Daumier,  103  by  Gavarni,  33  bv 
.Marlet,  and  the  balance  miscellaneous  earlv 
lithographs.  Through  Lessing  J.  RosenA\  aid 
came  52  prints,  notably  a  beautiful  proof 
of  Hirschvogel's  Cleopatra  from  the  Liecht- 
enstein collection,  and  first  states  of  original 
etchings  by  two  famous  French  XMII 
century  painters,  Pater  and  Freudcnberger. 
An  extraordinary  gift  was  made  b\-  Dr. 
Samuel  B.  Sturgis  of  756  prints,  drawings. 
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and  books,  including  130  engravings  by 
Mellan,  114  English  caricatures,  109  prints 
and  drawings  by  the  Faber  family,  and  the 
balance  miscellaneous  old  masters,  together 
w  ith  a  pen  drawing  by  William  Ai.  Chase, 
and  an  engraved  copper  plate  of  the  X\'II 
century.  Additional  old  master  prints  came 
from  Alfred  Bendiner  (found  in  a  Chinese 
trunk),  E.  B.  Smith,  Mrs.  John  Dilkes  (rub- 
bings of  old  English  brasses).  Airs.  William 
Marriott  Canby,  and  the  Estate  of  Charles 
M.  B.  Cadwalader.  Airs.  Alice  Newton 
Osbom  added  a  few  more  hnagerie  Popii- 
laire  to  the  great  collection  already  donated 
by  her,  and  also  drawings  by  August  Koll- 
ner,  Preston  Dickinson,  Eilshemius,  Kartiol, 
Frank  Osborn,  Alice  Newton,  Rube  Gold- 
berg, and  Herriman  of  Krazy  Kat  fame. 
Fifty  pages  of  old  and  rare  woodcut  herbals 
^\■ere  given  by  W.  Atlee  Burpee,  Jr. 
Clarence  Alorris  provided  the  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  a  very  fine  and  rare  lithograph 
by  Corot,  line  Fmnille  a  Termciiie. 

In  the  field  of  Americana,  Frank  T. 
Howard  gave  an  unusual  colored  mezzotint. 
Halt  in  the  Woods,  engraved  by  a  French- 
man, Cottin,  after  the  American  painter,  A. 
F.  Tait.  Air.  and  Airs.  James  Hornor  gave 
an  exceptional  elephant-folio  Audubon,  the 
White  Fronted  Goose,  in  an  uncolored  trial 
proof,  which  gives  a  better  idea  of  HavelFs 
technique  than  the  regular  colored  impres- 
sions. Among  the  drawing  accessions,  be- 
sides those  already  mentioned  from  Airs. 
Osborn,  may  be  cited  those  by  Lafage  and 
Forain  given  by  Arthur  Wiesenbergcr,  and 
by  Dorothy  Hood  given  by  Mrs.  Eugene 
H.  Wagner,  as  '«ell  as  a  large  group  of 
Seymour  Remenick  dra\\ings  given  by  Ben- 
jamin B.  Bernstein  and  Alorris  Lerner. 
Alention  should  also  be  made  of  a  different 
kind  of  dra^\'ing,  namely  medical  illustra- 
tion, as  practiced  by  the  Faber  family.  Dr. 
Samuel  B.  Sturgis  has  given  sixteen  charac- 
teristic examples. 

In  the  domain  of  modern  prints  the  em- 
phasis again  was  on  American  and  con- 
temporary: large  groups  by  Ho\\ard  Cook. 
Fade  Aliller,  George  Biddle,  and  William 
Gropper  (the  latter  given  by  David  Teich- 
man).  Albert  J.  Caplan  gave  thirty-nine 
contemporary     prints,     largely     American. 


The  Philadelphia  Print  Club  and  the  Ameri- 
can Color  Print  Society  in  their  Permanent 
Collections  (deposited  in  the  Aluseum),  and 
in  purchase  prizes,  have  added  to  the  store 
with  impoitant  -works.  Of  special  interest 
are  seven  prints  by  Eskimo  artists  from 
Baffin  Ba\"  given  by  Dr.  George  Roth.  A  lade 
\\ith  primiti\e  materials— stone  cuts  instead 
of  ^■\•oodcuts,  and  stencils  cut  from  seal- 
skin—these delightful  prints  are,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  authentic  expressions  of 
a  stone  age  culture.  Continuing  the  chron- 
icle of  foreign  acquisitions,  one  may  cite  the 
Sosaku  Hanga,  or  color  -woodcuts  by  con- 
temporary Japanese  artists  given  by  the 
Juda  Foundation,  and  the  color  lithographs 
by  artists  from  the  Leningrad  studios,  such 
as  Latash,  A'edernikov,  Alatiuk,  Nemenova, 
den-ionstrating  that  some  Russian  artists 
have  been  looking  at  Degas,  Bonnard,  and 
Alatisse.  A^'orks  by  Dubufl^et,  Alanessier, 
Cesar,  Appel.  Corneille,  Escher,  and  Gnoli 
have  also  been  acquired. 

All  in  all,  1,868  prints,  197  drawings,  and 
74  illustrated  books,  as  \\e\\  as   1   copper- 
plate and  5  original  woodblocks,  and  5  etch- 
ing tools  (for  technical  exhibits)  have  been 
added  to  the  permanent  collection  during  . 
the  \-ear.    The  Print  Department  takes  this 
opportunity  again  to  thank  the  donors,  men- 
tioned above  as  well  as  those  recorded  in 
the  list  of  donors,  for  their  public-spirited  | 
generosit)-.   And  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  i 
able  to  commend  Kneeland  AIcNulty,  \'ir-  i 
ginia  Allen,  and  Otto  Lobe  of  the  Depart-  I 
ment   stafl:"    for   their    faithful    service   and 
cooperation  above  the  line  of  duty.

The  major  museum  e\ent  of  the  w  inter  \\  ;is 
tlie  opening  on  Xovember  16,  I960,  of  the 
Renaissance  section  on  the  second  floor, 
just  off  the  main  stair  hall.  Three  galleries 
were  entirely  rebuilt,  and  five  galleries 
previously  opened  were  redecorated.  This 
work  was  made  possible  by  the  generosity 
of  the  Capital  Program  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  1959.  All  the  cnerg\"  of  the 
depai'tment    was    concentrated    on    the    in- 


stallation of  these  important  areas,  and  now 
the  .Museum's  collections  of  Italian  and 
French  Renaissance  art  are  at  long  last 
suitably  displayed.  After  years  of  inade- 
quate presentation,  the  Foulc  Collection, 
purchased  in  1930,  is  available  to  the  public 
almost  in  its  entirety,  and  a  number  of  ob- 
jects from  the  Barnard  Collection,  pur- 
chased in  1945,  have  been  brought  out  of 
dark  storage  for  the  first  time.  The  whole 
project  w  as  under  the  supervision  of  David 
DuBon,  Assistant  Curator  of  Decorative 
Arts.  His  researches  and  remarkable  discov- 
eries about  some  of  the  .Museum's  treasures 
have  been  published  in  the  ver}-  scholarly, 
illustrated  autumn  Bullftix,  "The  Chapel 
of  the  Chateau  of  Pagn>-,"  and  the  fruits 
of  his  scholarship  need  not  be  repeated  here. 
This  opportunity  must  be  taken,  however,

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to  praise  his  learning,  iiis  hard  \\ork,  and  his 
discriminating  taste. 

Such  openings  expose  shaiply  both  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  Museum's 
collections,  and  despite  the  .Museum's  pre- 
eminence in  the  field  of  French  Renaissance 
furniture  and  its  happy  position  in  regard 
to  Italian  Renaissance  bronzes,  great  gaps 
in  the  collection  do  exist,  particularly  in 
objcts  d\vt.  E%-en  chairs  were  needed,  so 
two  French  16th  century  walnut  armchairs, 
one  a  particularly  fine  example  from  the 
Hainauer  Collection,  and  two  French  17th 
century  armchairs  were  acquired,  as  was 
an  attractive  and  fancifully  inlaid  late  16th 
century  cabinet  from  South  Germany.  All 
of  these  purchases  were  made  with  the  John 
D.  iMcIlhenny  Fund.  The  search  still  con- 
tinues for  suitable  decoration  for  the  tw  o 
altars  of  the  Chateau  of  Pagny  choir  screen, 
now  temporarily  enhanced  by  two  paintings 
lent  by  the  John  G.  Johnson  Collection. 

Color  and  warmth  have  been  given  to  the 
entire  section  by  use  of  the  magnificent 
antique  textiles  given  by  .Mrs.  Widener 
Dixon,  whose  generosity  has  also  made  pos- 
sible the  draperies  in  the  gallery  of  French 
Renaissance  furniture  and  the  panelled  room 
from  the  Franciscan  convent  at  Le  Puy. 

Although  the  Renaissance  galleries  domi- 
nated the  activities  of  the  department  during 
the  past  year,  work  has  gone  forward  in 
other  fields  and  periods.  Through  the 
never-failing  kindness  of  Mr.  George  D. 
Widener,  the  lighting  of  the  Rice  Room 
and  of  the  room  from  the  Hotel  Letellier, 
also  given  by  Mrs.  Alexander  Hamilton 
Rice,  has  been  greatly  improved.  We  were 
happy  to  be  able  to  reneW'  the  draperies  in 
the  Rice  Room  which  had  come  with  the 
original  furnishings  of  this  interior.  The 
Medieval  section  had  not  been  painted  since 
it  opened  in  1931,  and  needless  to  sa\',  had 
become  embarrassinglv  dirty.  Repainting 
should  be  completed  before  the  summer  and 
all  of  the  galleries  and  period  installations 
are  being  rearranged.  Cedar  Gro\'e,  the 
Morris  House  in  Fairmount  Park,  had  also 
passed  beyond  the  limits  of  shabby  respect- 
ability, and  needed  fresh  paint  inside  and 
out.  All  the  remarkable  collection  of 
American  furniture  has  been  revived  by  the 
Museum's     cabinetmaker,     and     whene\er

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necessary,  upholstered  pieces  have  been  re- 
c()\"ered  with  suitable  fabrics.  This  work 
at  Cedar  Grove  has  been  financed  by  the 
Estate  of  Lydia  T.  Morris,  deceased,  Cedar 
Grove  Account. 

Additions  to  the  collections  were,  as  in 
other  years,  chiefly  gifts  from  friends  of 
the  Museum.  Outstanding  is  a  tapestr\- 
panel,  in  superb  condition,  eighteen  by  four 
feet,  given  by  the  Mcomte  Charles  de 
Noailles.  It  is  one  of  a  set  of  eight  designed 
by  a  pupil  of  Pietro  da  Cortona,  decorated 
with  scenes  connected  with  the  life  of  the 
famous  Barberini  Pope  Urban  \'III  who 
ruled  from  162  3  to  1644.  Commissioned  by 
Cardinal  Francesco  Barberini,  the  panels, 
four  of  which  are  in  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  probably  decorated  on  state 
occasions  the  facade  of  the  Palazzo  Barber- 
ini in  Rome.  This  is  an  important  accession, 
not  only  because  of  the  high  quality  and 
distinction  of  the  tapestry  itself,  but  be- 
cause of  its  relation  to  the  Barberini  tapes- 
tries representing  the  "Life  of  Constantine." 
given  b\-  the  Samuel  H.  Kress  Foundation, 
some  of  w  hich  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
repairers. 

Philadelphia  siher  is  a  very  special  inter- 
est of  the  department,  and  two  important 
gifts  can  be  mentioned.  Mr.  John  S.  New- 
berry has  given  an  extremely  rare  tea  and 
coffee  service  consisting  of  a  coffee  pot, 
tea  pot,  sugar  bowl,  and  creamer  b}-  the 
apparently  not  very  prolific  maker  x\braham 
Carlile,  active  1791-1794.  Hitherto  unrep- 
resented in  the  collection,  this  beautifully 
designed  and  engraved  classical  service  is  an 
addition  (jf  particular  significance.  Two 
matching  pieces  by  Daniel  Dupuy,  1719- 
1807,  a  sugar  bowl  with  a  pierced  gallery 
and  a  creamer,  both  attractively  engraved, 
ha\e  been  presented  by  a  descendant  of  the 
maker,  Mrs.  Elsie  Du  Pu\-  Graham  Hirst 
in  memory  of  her  son,  Thomas  Graham 
Hirst.  These  excellent  pieces  of  silver  w  ere 
included  in  the  exhibition  of  Philadelphia 
Siher  held  at  the  .Museum  in   1956. 

The  collection  of  Tucker  china,  al- 
thtjugh  probabh'  the  finest  in  existence, 
still  needs  to  be  filled  out.  Consequently 
four  pieces  were  acquired  by  purchase:  a 
pair   of   large   gold    and    pohchrome    urn- 


shaped  vases  with  unusual  painted  panels, 
one  after  Raphael's  "Madonna  della  Sedia" 
and  the  other  after  Domenichino's  "St.  John 
the  Evangelist,"  another  vase  of  similar 
shape  decorated  with  polychrome  flowers, 
and  a  pitcher  embellished  w  ith  American 
eagles  and  Liberty  emblems  and  inscribed 
"Thomas  Snyder  Jackson,  York  House." 
A  constant  benefactor  to  the  .Museum,  .Mr. 
Titus  C.  Geesey  has  presented  a  very  rare 
Tucker  item,  a  scent  bottle  inscribed  "M. 
Earp  1837,"  and  with  an  incised  "W"  on 
the  bottom,  the  mark  of  Andrew  Craig 
\\'alker.  This  bottle  w  as  lent  anonymously 
to  the  exhibition  of  Tucker  china  in  1957. 

In  the  field  of  Philadelphia  furniture,  a 
remarkably  imposing  secretary  bookcase  of 
the  early  nineteenth  century  has  been  given 
by  Mr.  and  .Mrs.  Edward  C.  Page  in  mem- 
ory of  Robert  E.  Griffith.  This  almost 
overwhelming  piece  of  craftsmanship  bears 
five  labels  of  the  maker.  "Anthony  G.  Quer- 
velle.  Cabinet  and  Sofa  .\lanufactor_\-.  South 
Second  Street  a  few  doors  below  Dock, 
Philadelphia,"  and  also  three  stickers  stating 
that  "This  Bookcase  &  Secretary  was  exhib- 
ited by  Anthony  G.  Quervelle  at  the  Frank- 
lin Institute  in  1827  and  obtained  the  Silver 
.Medal  from  Competent  judges  of  the  Same." 
At  the  Reginald  .M.  Lewis  sale,  held  in  New- 
York  in  .March,  the  .Museum  was  able  to 
acquire,  through  the  John  D.  .Mcllhenny 
Fund,  w  hat  ma\"  be  a  unique  piece  of  Phila- 
delphia Chippendale  furniture,  a  slant-top 
mahogan\'  desk  with  a  serpentine  front.  The 
Chinese  Chippendale  fretwork  carving  on 
the  interior  is  another  unusual  feature  of 
this  desk  that  belonged  originally  to  the 
Potts  family  of  Pottsgrove. 

For  five  years  Miss  Frances  Lichtcn  was 
the  Research  Associate  in  the  department. 
Her  position  as  an  authority  on  Pcnnsyl- 
\"ania  Folk  Art  was  unchallenged  and  her 
knowledge  of  \'ictoi-iana  was  equally  re- 
spected. It  is  a  sad  dut\"  to  report  her  death 
in  March.  Her  high  standards  of  scholar- 
ship, her  devotion  to  the  .Museum,  and  her 
genial  personality  will  be  missed  greatly 
bv  all  those  who  came  in  touch  w  ith  her.

During  the  past  season  otu"  Oriental  collec- 
tions were  again  enlarged  by  a  number  of 
generous  gifts,  loans,  and  purchases.  Almost 
evcrv  country  in  the  Far  East  is  represented 
by  these  ne\\"  acquisitions. 

Mrs.  John  B.  Stetson,  Jr.,  has  given  the 
remarkable  Indian  ivory  carving  originally 
lent  to  us  in  1957  and  published  b\-  Dr. 
Kramrisch  in  the  Spring  Bulletin  of  1959. 
Dating  between  the  9th  and  l?th  centuries 
it  was  made  in  the  province  of  Orissa,  prob- 
ably to  serve  as  the  leg  of  a  throne,  and  is 
an  outstanding  addition  to  our  Indian  col- 
lection. Onh'  one  other  such  example,  in 
the  Freer  Gallery,  Washington,  is  known.

Two  lenders  to  our  Nepalese-Tibetan  ex- 
hibition, who  so  modestl\-  prefer  to  remain 
anonymous,  have  now  given  some  of  the 
paintings  shown  in  the  gallery  which  was 
opened  last  Alay  with  a  visit  from  the  King 
and  Queen  of  Nepal.  Included  are  two 
Xepalese  paintings,  a  \'asudhara  .Mandala, 
c.  1500,  and  a  13th-14th  century  painting 
of  Lokes\"ara,  seven  Tibetan  Thankas  of  the 
]8th-19th  centuries,  plus  three  I8th  century 
Tibetan  Buddhist  bronzes,  and  an  ISth  cen- 
tury- carved  and  gilded  painted  wood  Xep- 
alese book  cover.  By  bequest  we  also  re- 
ceived from  Mrs.  Edward  Anderson  White 
a  gilt  bronze  Amitayus  Tibetan  18th  cen- 
tury sculpture. 

.Mrs.  C.  Xcw  bold  Taylor  enriched  our 
Indian  textile  collection  by  her  gift  of  two 
19th  centur\-  Kashmiri  textiles  and  a  most 
historicall)'  interesting  embroidered  silk 
scarf  which,  according  to  record,  was  given 
by  Warren  Hastings,  the  first  English  Gov- 
ernor General  of  India,  as  a  wedding  present 
to  iVIrs.  iVIatilda  Trotter  at  her  marriage  in 
Calcutta  in  1774.  Two  fine  Baluchar  Bute- 
dar  saris,  dating  from  the  18th  century, 
were  also  given  anonymoush'. 

Our  X'ear  Eastern  collections  have  been 
augmented  by  the  gift  of  fourteen  rugs  by 
Mr.  Titus  C.  Geesey.  Always  conscious  of 
the  needs  of  the  Museum,  Mr.  Geesey  has 
very  generously  suggested  that  they  be  used 
in  various  Period  Rooms  which  they  will 
certainly  enhance.  .Mr.  and  .Mrs.  Gordon 
A.  Hardwick  have  given  in  memory  of 
Gordon  Alward  HardA\"ick,  Jr.,  four  rugs: 
a  notable  Sehna,  two  very  interesting  Kara- 
bagh  rugs  show  ing  \\'estern  influence,  and 
a  Kis  Khilim  prayer  rug.  One  miniature 
glass  bottle  from  Amlash,  about  .^rd  century 
A.  D.,  was  given  by  Daruish  Broumand. 

Mr.  Harry  Emerson  Wildes  has  gener- 
ously added  to  the  Japanese  collections.  He 
has  given  not  only  a  complete  set  of  tea 
ceremony  utensils  with  a  display  stand,  but 
also  four  Japanese  paintings  dating  from 
the  18th  and  19th  centuries.  B\-  purchase 
we  have  acquired  a  delightful  example  of 
Xanga  painting,  now  the  only  example  of 
this  aniateur-litcrar\-  school  of  Japanese 
artists  that  we  own.  It  is  dated  1794  and 
titled    jCmigatsu    Eniaki    (Paintings    of   the 
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\']KWiNG  Painting  of  Dfath  of  the  Burdha  by  Jichosai  (died  I8O1?).    Illustration  for  the 
in  his  Handscroll  of  tlic  T"\cl\c  Months.

T\\'elve  .Months).  As  was  so  often  the  cus- 
tom of  these  artists,  Jichosai  (born  bet^\■een 
1772-1780),  the  painter,  has  coupled  his 
twelve  vignettes  of  Japanese  life  \\ith  a 
poem  written  b\"  a  comic  song  writer,  Sho- 
kusanjin  ( 1767-1829),  entitled  "All  quiet  on 
the  four  seas."  The  John  T.  Morris  Fund 
enabled  us  to  acquire  a  fine  18th  century 
example  of  the  later  Korean  pottery  M'hich 
so  very  strongly  influenced  the  Japanese 
potters  of  Arita.  It  is  a  large  bottle  dec- 
orated under  the  white  glaze  with  bold 
painting  in  cobalt  of  two  stalks  of  bamboo 
and  two  birds,  one  perching  and  one  in 
flight. 

The  Chinese  section  has  also  been  in- 
creased and  enriched  by  gifts  and  pur- 
chases. .Mr.  and  .Mrs.  Edmund  L.  Zalinski 
presented  a  superbly  executed  embroidered 
scarlet  satin  hanging.  Dating  from  the  late 
ISth  ccntur\-  it  was  designed  to  he  hunu  on 


the  occasion  of  a  birthday  celebration.  It 
shows  the  central  figure  of  Shou  Lao  (the 
god  of  longevity)  surrounded  by  all  the 
s\'mbols  of  long  life  and  happiness  (bats, 
peaches,  the  pine  tree,  white  crane,  etc.). 
In  the  borders  the  designer  show  s  the  Queen 
of  the  Taoist  heaven,  Hsi  Wang-mu,  at  top 
center  with  attendants  and  on  the  two  sides 
the  eight  Taoist  Immortals. 

We  have  purchased  three  Chinese  objects, 
to  my  knowledge  unique  in  this  country. 
Although  disparate  in  size  and  material, 
thc\"  all  are  important  additions.  The  small 
piece  is  a  fine  mid-1 8th  century  copper  \"ase 
decorated  w  ith  enamel  painting  and  gilt 
repousse  scrolls.  It  bears  on  the  base  the 
seal  mark  of  Ch'ien-lung  ( 1736-1795).  Cer- 
tainly the  maker  was  acijuainted  with  the 
decorated  p!)rcelain  of  .Meissen  and  the 
ornate  metalw  ork  of  France  and  Germany. 
It  w  ould  not  be  unfair  to  call  this  curious

lustration    for    the    7th    .Month    in    his 
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piece  another  document  in  our  knowledge 
of  the  influence  of  the  West  on  China.  To 
our  growing  collection  of  furniture  we 
•were  happy  to  add  a  fine  17th  centur\' 
huang-hua  li  (Burmese  or  East  Indian  rose- 
wood) bench  or  couch.  Its  classically  sim- 
ple lines  and  beautiful  execution  are  fine 
evidence  of  the  quality  f)f  craftsmanship  of 
the  Ming  Dynast\'. 

Most  recently  we  were  able  to  purchase 
a  handsome  Chinese  canopied  bed  which 
probably  dates  from  the  late  16th  centurv. 
With  its  superbl}"  simple  lines  and  the  happ^• 
symbolism  of  the  beautiful  swastika  fret  it 
is  a  truly  outstanding  piece  of  furniture. 

In  closing  I  must  mention  our  good  for- 
tune in  being  able  to  augment  our  alrcad\- 
fine  Indian  sculpture  collection  b\'  per- 
manent loans  from  the  University  .Museum 
and  the  Franklin  Inn  Club  of  Philadelphia. 
The  former  institution  has  lent  fifteen 
pieces  of  Indian,  Xepalese  and  Tibetan 
sculpture  dating  from  the  2nd  to  the  l.^th 
centuries.  A  charming  limestone  image  of 
Unia-.Mahes\-ara  made  in  Rajasthan  in  the 
10th  centui"\"  has  been  placed  with  us  b%" 
the  Franklin  Inn  Club.

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THE   DIVISION 
OF  EDUCATION 

The  Division  of  Education's  responsibility 
remains  unchanged  from  year  to  \ear. 

We  have  been  working  in  four  major 
fields: 

1.  Education  programs  for  schools 

2.  Studio  art  instruction  for  adults  and 
children 

3.  Slide  and  film  rentals  and  slide  sales 

4.  Education  programs  for  adults 
Through  these  major  activities  we  exist  to 
service  the  .Museum  and  the  public.  This 
annual  report  consists  of  an  array  of  sta- 
tistics. The  following  activities  are  arranged 
in  order  of  attendance; 

13,752  private  school  and  suburban  public 
school  children  made  use  of  our  School 
Education  Prognmi.  These  students,  from 
elementary  school  through  college,  came  to 
us  in  groups  of  30  from  distances  of  90  miles 
and  more.  x\ll  were  given  tours  and  lectures 
bv  our  docents  .Mrs.  Gourevitch,  Mrs. 
Efeadly  and  .Mrs.  Robb. 

Our  studio  an  classes  are  all  operating  at 
capacity.  936  students  in  3  sessions  attended 
565  classes  during  the  year.  Our  enrollment 
is  up  15 "o,  mainly  due  to  the  addition  of 
3  new  classes.  \\^e  should  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  welcome  officially  .Mrs. 
Harding,  our  registrar,  and  .Martin  Jackson 
and  Samuel  Maitin,  instructors,  to  our  staff. 
Examples  of  our  students'  work  can  always 
be  seen  in  the  Di\ision"s  corridors  and  this 
year  the  Division  initiated  a  reception  and 
exhibit  for  our  instructors.  The  reception 
on  December  3  was  attended  by  over  250 
people.  The  children's  art  classes  were 
attended  by  about  200  students  ranging  in 
age  from  6  to  IS.  An  annual  exhibit  of 
work  from  the  children's  classes  was  held 
in  April.  On  this  occasion  the  Philadelphia 
Committee  of  Young  Audiences,  Inc.  ar- 
ranged a  most  entertaining  program  of 
opera. 

8,254  persons  attended  our  27  concerts  and 
recitals,  an  average  of  over  300  persons  per 


concert.  Mrs.  Herbert  C.  .Morris  and  her 
.Music  Committee  are  responsible  for  the 
great  success  of  this  series.  The  Recording 
Industries  .Music  Performance  Trust  Funds, 
the  Contemporary  Chamber  .Music  Society 
and  the  Musical  Fund  Society  helped  us 
both  to  secure  artists  and  to  meet  financial 
expenses. 

6,590  people  attended  our  filvi  sho-zi-iiigs. 
The  Division  presented  films  from  its 
librar\-  in  the  Fall,  and  in  the  Spring  a  series 
of  S  films  from  foreign  countries. 

4,870  Philadelphia  public  school  children 
enjoyed  Miss  Foulke's  various  programs. 
Miss  Fouike  has  been  affiliated  A\ith  this 
Di\ision  for  many  years  and  has  been  a 
loyal  and  gracious  colleague  appointed  to 
us  through  the  Philadelphia  School  Board. 
She  has  taken  over  125,000  children  through 
the  .Museum.  This  \'ear  Miss  Fouike  retires 
and  we  shall  miss  her  very  much. 

3,888  individuals  came  to  our  weekly  lec- 
tures. 1,110  persons  heard  the  series  The 
Aiiierican  House,  a  subscription  program 
initiated  this  year  and  developed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Decorative 
Arts.  On  an  average  75  people  attended  lec- 
tures on  The  History  of  Art  given  by  Miss 
Pitts,  a  total  of  1,800  persons.  .Mrs.  Goure- 
\'itch  spoke  on  14  occasions  to  a  loyal  fol- 
lowing of  60  who  got  to  know  their  mu- 
seum better.  2,382  people  attended  our  Satur- 
day lectures.  Mrs.  Robb  and  the  volunteers 
handled  644  children  for  our  Know  Your 
Museinii  for  children  series.  637  people  en- 
joyed our  special  lecture  series  on  The 
Renaissance.  Mr.  Zigrosser  and  Mr.  Mc- 
Nulty  gave  special  attention  to  students  and 
staff  in  the  Print  Department  Seminars  held 
on  Tuesda\s  in  the  Fall.  .Miss  Pitts  took 
the  Division  to  St.  Joseph's  College  on  two 
afternoons  a  \\eek  with  her  course  in 
Appreciation  of  Painting. 

Perhaps  the  single  activity  that  represents 
best  the  efforts  of  this  Division  is  our 
annual  evening  for  graduate  students.  This 
year  over  200  graduate  students  heard  Dr. 
Erwin  Panofsky  from  the  Institute  of  Ad- 
vanced Studies  at  Princeton  University  lec- 
ture on  Correggio's  Cavieva  di  San  Paolo.  A 
reception  and  tour  of  the  Renaissance  gal- 
leries followed. 
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Incidentally,  the  Division  provided  ad- 
ditional service  to  10,719  people  who  re- 
quested tours  of  the  Museum  while  attend- 
ing a  function  here.  These  tours  were 
handled  in  cooperation  with  the  volunteer 
guides.  Without  the  loyal  assistance  of 
those  many  volunteers  assigned  to  help  us 
by  Mrs.  Henry  H.  Hubbard  and  Mrs.  U'ni. 
F.  .Machold,  many  of  the  above  mentioned 
activities  would  falter.  The  Divisions  main- 
stay, the  Slide  Library,  continues  to  grow, 
having  this  year  lilled  appro.ximately  400 
purchase  orders,  272  b\'  mail,  for  a  total  of 
some  30,000  color  slides.  The  distribution 
covers  38  states.  Canada  and  Europe  with 
New  York  and  California  state-supported 
institutions  ordering  most  frequently.  We 
have  sold  slides  to  some  179  educational 
institutions,  a  large  proportion  of  which 
are  uni\"ersities.  \\'e  have  loaned  approxi- 
match"   3~.521   slides  to  96  institutions  and

The  question  we  ask  ourselves  most  often  is 
"How  can  we  help  our  students  make  the 
best  use  of  a  four-year  college  experience?"

But 
we  can  take  the  first  basic  steps  by  provid- 
ing an  environment  where  students  are 
encouraged  to  probe  beneath  the  surface 
of  facts  and  feelings  to  their  innermost 
meaning;  to  give  them  abundant  opportu- 
nit\'  to  gain  confidence  in  their  insights  and 
judgments  so  that  they  can  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility and  commitment  of  making  a 
profession  of  art. 

This  we  have  done  with  increasing  effec- 
tiveness for  almost  a  centur\',  constantly' 
enlarging  our  scope  to  the  demands  of  a 
changing  world.  The  times  may  be  trying 
but  the  opportunities  are  enormous.  Cer- 
tainh"  America  has  never  been  more  re- 
ceptive to  the  efforts  of  our  graduates. 
Indusfr\-  and  art  ha\e,  at  last,  joined  hands 
to  the  credit  and  profit  of  both.  We  have 
■\\ithin  our  grasp  the  limitless  creative  talent 
to  build  a  nation  of  unassailable  spiritual 
strength.

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THE   SAMUEL  S. 
FLEISHER  ART 
MEMORIAL 


The  Samuel  S.  Fleisher  Art  Memorial  is  an 
endowed  art  institution,  which  offers  its 
services  free  to  the  public. 

The  late  Samuel  S.  Fleisher,  by  his  Will, 
directed  that  the  income  from  his  estate 
should  be  used  to  operate  the  buildings  of 
the  .Memorial,  either  as  a  nuiseum  or  as  an 
art  school,  under  the  direction  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Museum  of  Art. 

After  a  study  of  the  problems  of  the 
Memorial,  the  .Museum  decided  to  operate 
the  .Memorial  both  as  a  museum  and  as  a 
school  of  art,  and  thereby  to  carry  on  both 
the  objectives  .Mr.  Fleisher  had  in  mind. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  .Memorial  to  see 
with  \\hat  concentrated  interest  students 
attend  tiie  classes.  No  marks  are  given,  no 
roll  calls  are  made,  yet  pi^actically  all  the 
adult  night  classes  have  their  full  quota  of 
students.  The  same  condition— a  full  quota 
of  students— holds  for  children  of  the  Stu- 
dents" Art  League,  on  Saturday  UKirnings, 
and  for  the  Saturda\-  afternoon  classes 
\\  hich  are  comprised  of  students  from  six 
to  si.xteen  years  of  age. 

From  June,  1960,  to  June,  1961,  registra- 
tion for  all  classes  amounted  to  4,054,  and 
attendance   totalled    38,405. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  sustained  inter- 
est in  the  Memorial  classes  is  the  fact  that 
the  staff  of  thirty-four  instructors  is  suffi- 
cient in  number  to  give  individual  atten- 
tion, and  many  of  the  teachers  also  serve 
in  other  art  schools  and  colleges  in  the 
Philadelphia    area. 

The  Alemorial  aims  to  have  its  subjects 
taught  in  depth.  For  example,  sculpture  is 
not  limited  to  clay  modelling,  but  it  also 
covers  metal  sculpture,  stone  carving  and 
plaster  casting.  Its  course  in  printmaking 
covers  lithography,  etching,  silk  screen,  and 


block  printing.  Recently  a  course  in  cer- 
amic sculpture  and  pottery  has  been  intro- 
duced. 

In  order  to  understand  the  significance  of 
the  Arts,  a  Histor\'  of  Art  is  given  by  .Miss 
Carolyn  Pitts,  of  the  staff  of  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art.  These  lectures,  illustrated 
with  slides  and  motion  pictures,  are  directly 
related  to  the  'work  being  undertaken  in 
the  classes. 

The  Fleisher  Art  .Memorial  has  also  con- 
tinued the  enrichment  of  its  Ecclesiastical 
.Museum  in  its  Byzantine  Church.  It  is  in- 
deed gratifying  to  hear  the  admiring  and 
appreciative  comments  on  this  Sanctuary, 
located  as  it  is  in  the  middle  of  a  crow  ded 
city. 

The  neighborhood  in  w  hich  the  .Memorial 
is  located  is  a  thickly  settled  section  of 
Philadelphia.  Few  of  the  residents  have  any 
back-yards  large  enough  for  a  garden.  This 
year,  a  back-yard  garden  at  one  of  the 
jMemorial's  buildings  has  been  designed  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  demonstrate  that,  not- 
^\'ithstanding  physical  limitations,  an  inter- 
esting small  garden  can  be  created.  In  its 
garden,  the  .Memorial  plans  to  display  out- 
door sculpture. 

The  .Memorial  has  attempted,  as  .Mr. 
Fleisher  intended  w  c  sliould,  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  times  by  purchasing  -works  of  art 
from  the  Annual  E.xhibition  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Academ)'  of  the  Fine  Arts.  Usually 
these  purchases  are  from  young  artists  who 
have  had  little  opportunity  for  public  recog- 
nition, although  in  one  or  two  instances  an 
outstanding  painting  or  work  of  sculpture 
has  been  acquired. 

The  Memorial  has  a  devoted  and  dedi- 
cated Staff  which  believes  in  its  objectives, 
and  each  staff  member  wishes  to  be  identi- 
fied with  its  activities.  The  Staff  desires  to 
do  all  in  its  power  to  carr)-  out  the  objec- 
tives of  the  .Memorial,  and,  where  possible, 
further  to  enhance  its  unique  distinction.

The  Women's  Committee  has  had  a  very 
interesting  year  since  last  .Ma\'  1st.  We 
have  had  ten  meetings  with  enthusiastic  at- 
tendance, and  with  guest  speakers  from  the 
iMuseum  and  College  at  most  meetings.

The  money  raised  from  the  travel  slides 
benefit  held  in  April  1960,  enabled  us  to  carr\- 
through  the  planned  "Park  House"  project 
—that  is,  having  regular  conducted  bus  tours 
twice  a  week  to  Strawberry,  Woodford, 
Lemon  Hill,  Sweetbrier,  Cedar  Grove,  and 
with  the  accent  on  .Mount  Pleasant.  This 
project  \\  as  carried  through  under  the  able 
direction  and  untiring  efforts  of  .Mrs.  Albert 
King.  An  attractive  guide,  Mrs.  Harriet 
Martin  Saunders,  w  as  hired  and  trained,  and 
the  Gra}-  Line  Bus  Co.  agreed  to  run  the 
tours  every  Tuesday  and  Thursda\'  morn- 
ing, and  publicize  it  in  their  national  bro- 
chure. June  2nd  \\  as  the  opening  day,  \\  hen 
members  of  the  press  and  city  officials  \\  ere 
our  guests,  leaxing  the  Belle\ue,  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  Sheraton  Hotels,  ending  up 
at  Mount  Pleasant  for  refreshments.  We  re- 
ceived e.xcellent  publicity  from  both  papers, 
as  well  as  a  radio  interview. 

The  tours  continued  through  September, 
and  though  at  times  the  attendance  \\as  low, 
the  interest  and  enthusiasm  from  all  sides 
\\  as  enormous.  In  addition  to  the  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  tours,  there  ^\ere  a  number 
ot  conventions  and  special  groups  taken 
til  rough  the  houses.  Total  attendance  was 
about  1,000.  On  many  of  these  days  the 
groups  ended  up  at  the  museum  to  lunch 
at  the  outdoor  restaurant.  In  October,  due 
to  the  increasing  demand  and  detail  work, 
the  Trustees  of  the  .Museum  took  over  the 
;  Park  House  project,  now  \\  ith  a  full  time 
'  secretary  and  office,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Kintf.

On  June  3,  I960,  the  annual  .Museum  Col- 
lege Scholarship  Party  was  held— a  great 
success,  and  many  thanks  go  to  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Women's  Committee  who  so 
generously  supported  this  event. 

During  the  summer,  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee purchased  some  needed  umbrella 
tables  and  trays  for  the  outdoor  restaurant. 

In  the  Fall,  we  voted  to  change  the  name 
of  the  Associate  Committee,  to  the  Women's 
Committee  of  the  Philadelphia  .Museum  of 
Art.  This  was  accomplished  with  a  great 
deal  of  help  from  our  skilled  treasurer, 
.Mrs.  Dorothea  Collins.  Our  by-laws  were 
brought  up  to  date,  with  the  help  of  .Mrs. 
Woodson  Hancock. 

The  Committee  gave  necessary  financial 
aid  to  an  outstanding  student  at  the  College. 
In  the  Spring  we  employed  a  nursery  firm 
to  make  necessary  improvements  in  the 
planting  around  the  College. 

.Mrs.  Borie  suggested  that  our  Committee 
help  her  with  the  volunteers  and  guides  in 
the  .Museum.  .Mrs.  Henry  H.  Hubbard,  and 
Mrs.  Wm.  F.  .Machold  were  made  co- 
chairmen.  Lender  their  brilliant  guidance 
the  project  has  thrived.  We  were  given 
an  office  and  phone. 

The  first  training  course  w  as  given  in  the 
Fall  by  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Division 
of  Education,  and  a  second  course  \\as  given 
in  the  Spring  by  the  Curators  in  their  re- 
spective fields.  There  are  now  60  trained 
guides  on  call  every  day  including  week- 
ends. There  are  also  volunteers  at  the  in- 
formation desks.  These  well-trained  ladies 
meet  man)-  demands,  each  day  taking  the 
Gray  Line  bus  tours,  and  a  daily  /Museum 
tour,  as  well  as  special  groups  scheduled, 
or  just  arriving.  Other  museums  are  show- 
ing interest  in  this  special  project.  iVIost 
expenses  are  covered  b\  the  Women's  Com- 
mittee. 
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With  the  help  and  guidance  of  Mrs. 
Borie's  Public  Relations  office,  the  Women's 
Committee  started  a  series  of  three  "Morn- 
ings for  Members."  Invitations  were  sent 
out  in  alphabetical  order  for  March  15, 
April  19,  May  24.  They  included  a  coffee 
hour,  an  introduction  by  Air.  .Marceau,  and 
guided  tours  through  the  galleries.  These 
are  proving  to  be  most  successful,  partly 
due  to  the  excellent  publicity.  Mrs.  David 
\'an  Pelt,  and  Airs.  Eckley  B.  Coxe  are  gra- 
cious co-chairmen  for  these  events. 

Thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Alalcolm  Lloyd  who 
is  assisting  with  membership,  to  .Mrs.  King 
Baird,  who  has  worked  so  hard  on  the 
Aluseum  scrapbook,  and  to  the  ladies  who 
supported  the  Colleges  "Fashion  Forum."
